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Governing board recommends 
new operating schedule for Lake 


The governing board of the 
South Florida Water Manage- 
ment District has asked the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
to consider a new operating 
schedule for Lake Okeechobee 
known as WSE (Water Supply 
and Environment). 

What separates WSE ‘from 
other alternatives to the opera- 
tion schedule is that for the 
first time current and projected 

+ water conditions are incorpo- 
rated into the decision-making 
strategy for managing lake lev- 
els. 

District staff has been look- 
ing into alternative operation 
schedules ‘for the lake since 
1995, and extra emphasis on 
this effort follows the unprece- 
dented rainfall received during 
then 1997-98 El Nino event. 
WSE attempts to reduce the 
number of detrimental enyiron- 
mental impacts that occurred 
to the estuaries, the Lake 
Okeechobee littoral zone, and 
the Water Conservation Areas. 

Under WSE, water from 
Lake Okeechobee would be dis- 
charged south more frequently, 
resulting in generally lower 
lake levels. There would also be 
a reduction in the number of 


high volume discharges to the 
Caloosahatchee and St. Lucie 


estuaries. 
The board's action on June 10 
sends the WSE operating 


schedule to the Corps of Engi- 
neers for its consideration. The 
corps will have to complete an 
Environmental Impact State- 
ment (EIS) examining poten- 
tial water quality/quantity im- 
pacts. The board also asked the 
corps to look into the associated 
legal and regulatory. con- 
straints. 


“The obvious need for. this 
change is clear," said Samuel E. 
Poole III, the district's execu- 
tive director. "but it is impor- 
tant to keep in mind that what 
we are talking about are opera- 
tional changes, not the massive 
structural changes needed to 
ultimately prevent the damage 
done to the estuaries. This will 
come from the restudy." 

Joining in support of the 
board's action is a resolution 
from Governor Lawton Chiles 
and the State Cabinet urging

Last year's Miami tornado 
was an incredible sight

It was six years ago this sum- 
mer that Hurricane Andrew 
struck South Florida. The pow- 
erful category four storm pro- 
duced sustained winds of at least 
145 mph with wind gusts of 175 
mph. Yet, some scientists believe 
Andrew's winds may have 
topped 200 mph. 

While we many never know 
just how strong Andrew was, we 
do kngw all too well how de- 
structive the hurricane, turned 
- out to be. Southern Dade County 

was devastated, recording over 

$24. billion in damage. 

Many of us forget, however, 
that Andrew didn't stop in Flori- 
da. The storm crossed the Ever- 
glades, reformed in the Gulf of 
Mexico and slammed into south- 
ern Louisiana. Damage totals in 
Louisiana topped $6 billion. 

"Andrew became the $30 billion 
storm - the costliest natural dis- 

aster in United States history. 

But, believe it or not, it could 

have been worse. 

If Andrew's, track had varied 
just a few miles the storm would 
have hit the heart.of Miami, pro- 
ducing an estima’ 60 billion 
in батаре. If Andrew hastruck

New Orleans, instead of rural 
Louisiana, damage totals might 
have reached $26 billion. 

The $30 billion hurricane 
would have become the $86 bil- 
lion hurricane. 

While major storms like An- 
drew are rare, hurricane experts 
say it is only a matter of time un- 
til a large city is hit. 

"People don't own our beach- 
front real estate, they rent it 
from the ocean,” said Dr. Hugh 
Willoughby, a research scientist 
at the Hurricane Besearch Labo- 
ratory'in Miam “The lease can 
expire апу windy Septemfer 
day" 

Because of. unprecedented 
coastal development, Willoughby 
says the United States coastline,

including Florida, is more vul- 


*nerable to a major hurricane 


now than'ever before. he says fu- 
ture storms are likely to produce 
unprecedented damage. 

"If a major storm hit Ft. Laud- 
erdale, Willoughby said, “our 
studies project damage totals of 
$52 billion. The damage could 
reach $44 billion if a major hur- 
ricane eve. struck New York 
City.” 

And it's not just the economic 
impact that concerns. Willough- 
Бу- А major loss of life cannot Бе 
ruled out. 

"Theres going to be a Labor 
Day weekend when a lot of peo- 
ple are at the beach and things 
change very quickly" he said 
“We could be looking at a severe 
loss in human as well as eco- 
nomic terms." 

That worst-case scenario near- 
ly developed three years ago 
when Hurricane Opal intensified 
rapidly overnight from a catego- 
ry, one hurricane to a category 
four. In addition, the storm dra- 
matically increased its forward 
speed 

“If Opal hadn't weakened be. 
fore landfall we could have lost 
hundreds ‘of people, said 
Willoughby. 

There is not much that can be 
done about a category four hurri- 
cane except prepare for its ar- 
rival. Experts think the linger- 
ing El Nino may delay the start 
"of the hurricane season until late 
August. 

That; means all of us have 
more time than usual to prepare 
for the storm. “Government has 
done the planning,” said Joe My- 
ers, Florida's Emergency Man- 
agement Director. 

“We've had our exercises. Now, 
it's time for the people to have a 
plan in place, The government 
can only do so much.”

Blood pressure is the force of 
blood against the walls of the 
arteries. In every person, blood 
pressure naturally rises. and 
falls during the day and night, 
depending on their activity lev- 
els, diet and emotions. 

When the small arteries that 
regulate blood pressure con- 
tract, blood cannot easily pass 
through them. This means the 
heart must pump harder to 
push the blood through, which 
raises the’blood pressuré. 

High blood pressure makes it 
harder for the heart and circu- 
lation system to work. It can 
contribute to heart attacks, 
stroke, kidney disorders and 
arteriosclerosis. 

According to Mr, Wade, high 
blood pressure is a major con- 
tributing factor in millions of 
heart ‘attacks and hundreds of 
thousands of strokes each year

20,000 deaths a year in the 
United States are attributed to 
ailments related to high blood 
pressure. It is called a "silent 
killer" because those who suffer 
from it may feel fine and show 
no external symptoms. Regular 
checkups are the only way to 
detect it. 

When blood pressure is mea- 
sured, the gauge indicates two 
measurements. The first num- 
ber is systolic pressure, mea- 
suring when the heart beats, 


forcing blood through thé arter- 
ies. The second measurement 
is diastolic pressure, when the 
heart relaxes between beats 
and pressure against the artery 
walls drops. . 

Basically according to the 
Mr. Wade, a blood pressure of 
120/80 is considered safe. The 
higher the numbers, the harder 
it is for the heart to pump 
blood. 

A diastolic reading (the sec- 
ond number) of under 85 is nor- 
mal; 90-104 is mild pressure; 
105-114 is moderate pressure; 
and over 115 is severe pres- 
sure. 

Anyone who suffers from 
high blood pressure should be 
under a doctor's саге. 
Sometimes medication is nec- 
essary to control blood pres- 
sure. 

However, there are some 
ways you can help control your 
own blood pressure.

Surgical Procedure Offers 99% 


Cure Rate For Melanoma 


(NAPS)—Mohs micrographic 
surgery, a specialized proce- 
dure for skin cancer, may be 
the best option for certain peo- 
ple with melanoma. 

Malignant melanoma, the 
most dangerous formi of skin 
cancer, is quickly increasing in 
incidence. According to The 
American Academy of 
Dermatology, Americans have 
one in 87 chance of developing 
melanoma in their lifetime, 
which is a 1,800 percent 
increase since 1930. 

Mohs micrographic surgery 
is a precise method of skin can- 
cer removal considered to be 
the "rescue therapy" after other 
treatments for skin cancer fail. 
However, experts say patients 
Should ask their dermatologist 
or family physician to consider 
Mohs surgery first, instead of 
last in the treatment chain. In 
addition to helping stop the 
cycle of recurrent skin cancers, 
the procedure can offer a cure 
rate of upto 99 percent for cer- 
tain types of tumors. 

The surgery is a process 
involving the removal of dis- 
eased skin tissue and the 
immediate microscopic exami- 
nation of underlying tissue. A 
“mapping” technique lets the 
surgeon identify the exact loca- 
tion of remaining cancer tissue. 
Only the diseased tissue is 
removed, preserving as much of 
the surrounding normal tissue 
as possible. 

“It’s reassuring for people 
with skin cancer to know that 
Mohs micrographic surgery can 
be their safety net,” says John 
Zitelli, M.D., president of the 
American College of Mohs 
Micrographic Surgery and 
Cutaneous Oncology. 
“However, while not all first- 
time skin cancers need Mohs 
micrographic surgery, saving 
the best treatment for last can 
be dangerous and expensive—a 
tumor that continues to grow 
after it has been treated leads 
to needless suffering and 
unnecessary costs.” 

John Skouge, M.D., and vice 
president of the college, urges 
patients to discuss treatment 
options with their physicians. 
-“At the time of diagnosis, 
patients should ask their der- 
matologist or family physician 
if Mobs micrographic surgery is 
appropriate for them." 

The danger of melanoma liés 
in its ability to rapidly spread 
to other organs, most common- 
ly the lungs or the liver. 

Removing skin cancer com- 
pletely is a challenging process, 
medical experts say, because a 
tumor that is visible to the 


naked eye is usually the “tip оѓ: 


the iceberg.” Cells may form 
roots of diseased tissue that 


can extend beyond the bound-- 


aries of visible cancer.

UF Agricultural economist says delay 
in pesticide ban could boost support 
for expanding Latin American trade ^

A University of Florida professor says agricul- 
tural industry support for-expanding trade with 
Latin America could depend on delaying a 2001 
ban on a controversial but widely used pesti- 
cide. 

“It would be a good trade-off,” said John Van- 
Sickle, agricultural economist with the UF's 
Institute of Food and Agricultural Sciences. 
“Basically we're talking about delaying the ban 
on, a pesticide our fruit and vegetable growers 
need in order to compete with Mexico and other 
countries. The delay could boost Florida agricul- 
tural industry support for expanding trade in 
the hemisphere." 

He said the trade-off could help advance Pres- 
ident Clinton's Free Trade Area of the Americas 
initiative (FTAA), which builds on the 1994 
North American Free Trade Agreement (NAF- 
TA). FTAA would include all countries in the 
Western Hemisphere, creating the largest free 
trade area in the world. Only Cuba would be 
excluded. 

The proposal would delay the phase-out of 
methyl bromide, a broad-spectrum soil fumi- 
gant blamed for depleting the earth's protective 
ozone layer and used by farmers in Florida, Cal- 
ifornia and other states to control pests and dis- 
eases. He said the current 2001 ban could be 
delayed until 2005 or later? 

Professor VanSickle, who serves on the Unit- 


,ed Nations' Economic Options Committee that 


evaluates ozone-depleting substances, said no 
substitute pesticides currently are available. He 


said many Florida growers will be forced out of ^ 


business without the chemical. 
Environmentalists say the current 2001 ban 
should not be delayed. Corrina Gilfillan, direc- 
tor of the Ozone Protection Campaign. at 
Friemds of the Earth, Washington, D.C., said 


"the U.S. uses 40 percent of all methyl bromide 


in the world and developing countries use only 
18 percent. 


“We already have significant ozone depletion 
over the Northern, arid Southern hemispheres, 
and it makes no sensé to delay the ban any 
longer,” Ms. Gilfillan said. “Ozone depletion 
increases the amount of harmful ultraviolet 
radiation that causes skin cancer, cataracts and 
weakened immune systems." 

Under the 1990 Clean Air Act and the ozone- 
protection treaty known as the Montreal Proto- 
col, the pesticide cannot’ be used after 2005 in 
developed countries and 2015 in developing 
countries. 

“The bottom line for U.S. growers is that we 
cannot use the chemical after January 2001 
while.producers in Mexico and other developing 
countries can use it for another 14 years,” Pro- 
fessor VanSickle said. "That's unfair." 

He said the difference will hurt U.S. vegetable 
producers who still are reeling from NAFTA, 
especially from Mexican competition. 

“It’s like a double whammy. There’s-already a 
heavy hangover from NAFTA, and now we're 
about to lose a valuable production tool,” he 
said. “A flood of Mexican imports has put more 
than 100 Florida growers out of business. In 
this situation, it’s easy to see why the industry 
is reluctant to support any effort to expand:free 
trade even further. 


“If the President and Congress want to ‘~ 


increase trade with Latin America, they need to 
reach out to Florida's agricultural community 
by delaying the 2001 ban on this pesticide," Pro- 
fessor VanSickle said. "The Clinton administra- 
tion needs Florida's support for FTAA and this 
could be the best way to get it." 

In another bid to gain Florida support for 
FTAA, Clinton already has announced the 
FTAA secretariat will be located in Miami. 

Professor VanSickle said delaying the ban 
until 2005 would bring the U.S. in line with oth- 
er developed countries under the Montreal 
treaty. It also would lessen the impact on 
domestic growers and-give UF scientists more 
time to develop alternatives to methyl bromide.

, labels carefully Eleven com- 
pounds to avoid are: salt, bak- 
ing powder, baking soda, brine, 
sodium phosphate, monosodi- 
um glutamate, sodium algi- 
nate, sodium benzoate, sodium 
hydroxide, sodium propionate 
and sodium sulfite. 

There are also food that can 
help the body regulate blood 
pressure naturally. One of this 
is garlic. Garlic has a dilating 
effect on the blóod vessels, 
improving circulation. It also 
helps wash toxins frem the 
body. 

Potassium-rich foods can also 
help -lower blood pressure. 
“Encyclopedia of Healing 
Juices” by John Heinerman, 
suggests drinking berry juice. 

. Blackberries, blueberries, boy- 
senberries, cranberries, elder- 
berries, raspberries, strawber- 
ries and gooseberries are all 
suggested, although blackber- 
ries are especially high in 
potassium. 

"The Complete Book of 
Alternative Nutrition," by the

editors of Prevention 
Magazine, states that foods 
high іп magnesium, potassium 
and/or calcium are helpful in 
controlling high blood pressure. 
Foods high in magnesium 
include almonds, mackerel, 
pumpkin seeds, soybeans, 
spinach, sunflower seeds, swiss 
chard, bran cereal and wheat 
germ. Foods high in potassium 
include apricots, bananas, 
clams, lima beans, orange 
juice, peaches, baked potatoes 
(eat the skin, too), prune juice 
and golden raisins. Foods high 
in calcium include milk and 
tofu. You can also buy calcium- 
enriched orange juice, which 
gives you a double benefit. 

Recommiended daily con- 
sumption of calcium is at least 
800 milligrams. (Eight ounces 
of skim milk has about 300 mil- 
ligrams of calcium.) 

The recommended consump- 
tion of magnesium is 400 mil- 
ligtams a day. (One ounce of 
pumpkin seeds has 152 mil- 
ligrams of magnesium.) 

The recommended daily con- 
sumption of potassium is 3500 
milligrams a day, (One baked 
potato has 610 milligrams of 
potassium. One-half cup of 
golden raisins has 545 mil- 
ligrams of potassium. One cup 
of spinach has 800 АЙН ап 
of potassium.) 

Researchers also found that 
the body absorbs nutrients in 
fresh foods more readily than 
those in. vitamin supplement 
рШв. Check with your doctor 
before taking supplements,

medication for high blood pres- 
sure or for other ailments. 

As always, check with your, 
doctor before making any diet 
changes, especially if you are 
on medication. Some foods 
affect the way the body reacts 
to some prescription drugs. 

Other ways to help fight high 
blood pressure, suggested in 
“Age Erasers for Women” by 
the editors of Prevention 
Magazine, include losing 
weight, exercising and limiting 
consumption of alcoholic bever- 
ages. If you smoke, stop, the 
editors advise. Smoking and 
high blood pressure are a dan- 
gerous combination. Smoking 
markedly increases your risk of 
stroke, according to Dr. Patrick 
Mulrow, chairman of the 
Department of Medicine at the 
Medical College of Ohio. 

In Palm Beach County, local 
health officials often offer free 
blood pressure screenings at 
various locations throughout 
the community. These screen-: 
ings are advertised in the 
Community Events column in 
this newspaper. Those who 
donate blood at the Palm Beach 
County Blood Bank are given 
mini-checkups before they 
donate.

(NAPS)—A study for the 
AAA Foundation for Traffic 
Safety found’ that aggressive 
driving in the United States 
leads to the deaths or injuries 
of at least 1,500 men, women 
and children each year. But. 
advanced transportation tech- 
nologies can help ease conges- 
tion and lower driver stress, 
thereby increasing the safety 
factor, according ta the 
Intelligent - Transportation 
Society -of America (ITS 
America). 

For example, San Antonio, 
Texas, із. using computerized 
lane markers positioned above 
the roadway to indicate which 
lanes drivers should use to 
navigate through  tie-ups 
ahead most easily A green 
arrow indicates the lane ahead 
is clear. А red "X" alerts 
motorists to move out of that 
lane. 

In Santa Monica, Calif., a 
"Smart Corridor" of arterials 
parallel to the freeway shares 
traffic as needed with the 
express route. When an acci- 
dent occurs on the freeway, 
traffic engineers can change 
message signs and display 
real-time information that 
advises drivers to use the par- 
allel local roads. Once the traf- 
fic shifts to the alternate 
routes, the officials can create 
a “green wave” of traffic sig- 
nals that compensates for the 
extra volume. 

Meanwhile, Maryland is 
responding to accidents faster 
by using roving tow trucks and 
lane sensors that measure con- 
gestion on 1-95, the primary 
route along the East Coast. 
State officials report the pro- 
gram decreases delays аввосі- 
ated with accidents by, two- 
million vehicle-hours 4 year.
